Thousands 
of fans hit by 
M3 chaos 

THOUSANDS of football 
fans heading to Southampton 
were hit by travel chaos after 
police closed a Hampshire 
motorway. 

The M3 was shut in both 
directions near Winchester 
after what was described 
as “potentially hazardous 
material” was found in 
the carriageway between 
junctions 9 and 11. 

Fans travelling to the 
Saints vs Manchester United 
match at St Mary’s were 
among those caught up in the 
chaos. Many are thought to 
have either missed the game 
or arrived late. 

Some of those who took to 
social media called for the 
kick-off to be postponed for 
at least half an hour. 

Scott Sartin tweeted: “Any 
chance of delaying KO? It’s 
my son’s birthday and we are 
stuck in severe delays due to 
M3 closure.” 

The incident, which 
began just before 4am, was 
attended by a hazardous area 
response team and a tactical 
adviser from South Central 
Ambulance Service. 

A few hours later a Royal 
Navy bomb disposal team

was also sent to the scene. 
One of the pictures posted 
on social media showed 
someone in protective 
clothing examining 
something beneath a bridge 
over the motorway. 

At noon queues on the M3 
were reported to be three 
miles long as drivers waited 
to leave the M3. 

Romanse, Hampshire 
County Council’s travel 
information service, said 
Winchester city centre 
and all the routes in were 
gridlocked. 

One man abandoned his 
journey from Basingstoke to 
Bournemouth after it took 
him three hours to travel ten 
miles. 

Both carriageways 
reopened in the afternoon 
but police have yet to release 
any further information 
about the incident.

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Morata grabs CHERRIES 

hat-trick 



CHELSEA continued to show 
there is life after Diego Costa with 
another Premier League victory at 
Stoke, with Alvaro Morata scoring a 
hat-trick in a 4-0 win. 

Morata, the club-record signing 
bought to replace Costa, was on the 
scoresheet again early on before 
Pedro extended the lead on the half- 
hour mark. 

Both goals came from defensive 
mistakes by Stoke, whose manager 
Mark Hughes had demanded a 
response from his players following 
the disappointing midweek defeat at 
Bristol City in the Carabao Cup. He 
did not get it, with Morata rounding 
off the win in the final quarter-hour. 

The game was just over a minute 
old when Cesar Azpilicueta’s long 
ball forward dissected Stoke’s 
makeshift back line and allowed the 
lethal Morata to take a touch and 
finish calmly past Jack Butland. 

With Kurt Zouma, on loan from 
Chelsea, ineligible against his 
parent club and Ryan Shawcross, 
Geoff Cameron and Kevin Wimmer 
all out injured, Glen Johnson, 
making his first Premier League 
start of the season, and Erik Peters 
played either side of Bruno Martins 
Indi in Stoke’s central defensive 
three and Chelsea capitalised on the 
unfamiliarity immediately. 

It was Morata’s fourth league goal 
since joining the club in the summer 
from Real Madrid with the impending 
departure of Costa in mind. 

Relations between Costa and 
Chelsea manager Antonio Conte 
began to deteriorate in January 
when the striker reportedly had his 
head turned by a big-money offer 
from the Chinese Super League, 
which soon evaporated. 

It was further strained over the 
summer with the player - having 
initially been granted an additional 
summer break after being told he 
could leave the club - ending up in 
exile in Brazil. 

But on Thursday a deal was agreed 
for Costa to return to his former club 
Atletico Madrid and that move 
should be finalised next week. 

Morata has so far proved to be an 
able successor and only a timely 
interception from Martins Indi 
denied him the chance of a second 
goal. 

Chelsea’s second goal arrived 
after 30 minutes and it came from 
another mistake. Darren Fletcher 
attempted to chest the ball down to 
Martins Indi but got the weight 
wrong, allowing Pedro through on 
goal to score with a lovely finish 
from the edge of the penalty area. 

That was hard on Stoke, who had 
the champions on the back foot for 
much of the first half without really 
troubling goalkeeper Thibaut 
Courtois and arguably enjoyed the 
better of the second half up until 
Morata’s late double. 

Marne Diouf went close for the 
hosts with an acrobatic effort just 
before half-time while on the other 
side of the break the same player 
slid another shot narrowly wide 
following a knockdown from 
substitute Peter Crouch. Courtois 
then kept out a header from Eric 
Maxim Choupo-Moting with 74 
minutes on the clock. 

Most inside the bet365 Stadium 
could sense a goal coming, but it 
was a surprise when Chelsea scored 
it three minutes later as Morata 
accelerated past Johnson and 
Fletcher before clipping the ball 
beyond Butland. 

He completed his hat-trick in the 
82nd minute when Azpilicueta and 
Cesc Fabregas combined to lay on a 
tap-in and seal a fourth win in five 
Premier League matches for Conte’s 
team.

A SECOND-HALF double from 
Oumar Niasse meant Cherries 
suffered a dramatic 2-1 defeat 
against Everton at Goodison 
Park.

Cherries went into the contest 
having made three changes from 
the side which beat Brighton 2-1 
previously in the Premier League. 

Having come through the mid¬ 
week Carabao Cup tie against the 
Seagulls unscathed, winger Jun¬ 
ior Stanislas made his first league 
appearance of the campaign since 
returning from a groin injury 

Midfielder Dan Gosling re¬ 
turned and there was also a start 
for Jordon Ibe, who impressed 
during his previous two perfor¬ 
mances against Albion in both 
league and cup.

Ryan Fraser and Marc Pugh 
dropped to the bench against the 
Toffees. 

Hosts Everton brought in Ma¬ 
son Holgate at centre-half in 
place of the injured Michael 
Keane, skipper Phil Jagielka was 
also an absentee. 

Despite victory in the cup over 
Sunderland last time out, Ron¬ 
ald Koeman’s side had lost three 
games without scoring in the 
league ahead of their battle with 
Cherries.

Aguero close 
to City goal 
record 

SERGIO Aguero moved within a 
goal of Manchester City’s all-time 
record as Pep Guardiola’s men 
thrashed bottom side Crystal 
Palace 5-0 in the Premier League. 

Aguero headed a Leroy Sane cross 
through the grasp of Wayne 
Hennessey for his 176th goal in City 
colours during the second half of 
another commanding display at the 
Etihad Stadium. 

The prolific Argentinian now needs 
just one more goal to equal the 
record tally of Eric Brook, which has 
stood since 1939. 

Leaders City were already well on 
the way to victory when Aguero 
struck their fourth in the 79th minute 
after an opener from Leroy Sane and 
quickfire double from Raheem 
Sterling. Substitute Fabian Delph 
added a superb late fifth. 

For Palace the misery continues, 
although they showed signs of 
looking more organised under the 
guidance of former England boss 
Roy Hodgson. 

The Londoners have failed to win 
in six games without scoring - the 
longest wait for a first goal of the 
season in top-flight history. 

They did trouble the hosts at times 
in the first half but the result never 
looked in doubt after Sane’s 
44th-minute breakthrough. 

Such are City’s attacking options 
that Gabriel Jesus was left on the 
bench with Aguero up front alone, 
with Sane and Sterling in support. 

They immediately went onto the 
front foot and Palace survived an 
early scare as Mamadou Sakho 
headed a Kevin De Bruyne onto his 
own post. 

Sane fired a low shot across goal 
and Benjamin Mendy had an effort 
deflected wide as City maintained 
the pressure. Nicolas Otamendi then 
had an effort blocked and 
Fernandinho’s follow-up was parried 
by Hennessey before Sterling also 
shot at the Palace goalkeeper. 

Throughout this initial dominance 
from the home side, Palace 
remained unflustered and started to 
grow into the game. 

Counter-attacking opportunities 
arose and Ruben Loftus-Cheek twice 
went close as he had a shot 
deflected onto the post and then 
miskicked in front of goal. 

City suffered a blow when Mendy 
was forced off after injuring his knee 
in a challenge on Andros Townsend, 
for which he was also booked. 

City stepped up the tempo before 
the interval with Aguero sidefooting 
over from a Sane cross before the 
German himself opened the 
scoring. 

It came from a slick move in which 
Sane combined well with David Silva 
and raced onto the Spaniard’s 
lobbed return pass. Sane flicked the 
ball over Scott Dann’s head with his 
first touch and then calmly slid it 
past Hennessey with his second. 

That made for a second half stroll 
for City. Sparking a flurry of activity, 
Sterling doubled the lead after 51 
minutes as he raced into the middle 
to turn home a low Sane cross. 

Sterling’s second came just eight 
minutes later as he diverted home 
an Aguero pull-back from close 
range. 

Sane had a shot saved by 
Hennessey but Aguero, denied 
earlier by Hennessey’s feet, got in 
on the act with a powerful header 
late on. 

There was still time for more and 
Delph, making his first league 
appearance since April, curled a fine 
shot into the top corner in the 89th 
minute.

AFC WIMBLEDON could face disciplinary 
action for failing to recognise bitter rivals 
MK Dons by their full name for the second 
successive season.

King opened his account for the 
campaign after coming off the 
bench and combining with fellow 
substitute Marc Pugh in a game 
which saw the sides make a total 
of 19 changes from Friday’s 
league outing.

AMATEUR players across the 
country convince themselves 
they could make it as profession¬ 
als - but a new study shows the 
stark differences in performance. 

Analysis from football GPS 
tracker Playertek shows that Pre¬ 
mier League players are around 
20 per cent faster and cover near¬ 
ly 35 per cent more distance per 
game, on average, than their ama¬ 
teur counterparts. 

And the differences are even 
more notable in certain areas of 
the pitch, with England flyers 
Jamie Vardy and Marcus Rash- 
ford almost 30 per cent quicker 
than the typical amateur striker. 

The study compared data from 
an unnamed Premier League club 
to that collected from amateur 
teams - defined as “either five- 
a-side and 11-a-side players from 
non-league sides, normally made 
up of a group of friends or col¬ 
leagues, as opposed to ‘sub-elite’ 
teams such as teams in leagues 
five to eight”. 

Level eight refers to Division 
One of the the Northern Premier 
League, Southern League and 
Isthmian League. 


The top sprinting speed of an 
average Premier League player 
was recorded at 8.48 metres per 
second, with significant variation 
across the field. 

Players in more advanced po¬ 
sitions were typically quickest, 
with top-flight forwards averag¬ 
ing a top speed of 9.20mps and 
the likes of Vardy, Rashford 
and Saints striker Shane Long 
clocked at close to 9.8mps during 
last season. 

That compared to an average of 
7.58mps for the amateur strikers 
in the study. 

Amateur defenders were the 
slowest players in the study, but 
the difference between them and 


their top-level counterparts was 
smaller than for any other posi¬ 
tion at 18.63 per cent. 


Not surprisingly, the same trend 
is present when the study looks at 
the overall amount of running 
done by players at each level. 

This time the difference is most 
pronounced in defence, where 
Premier League players are ex¬ 
pected to contribute to multiple 
phases of the game - full-backs 
will overlap to put in crosses, 
while central defenders are often 
comfortable bringing the ball out 
from the back to start counter¬ 
attacks. 


That contributed to the profes¬ 
sional defenders in the study cov¬ 
ering 10.51 kilometres per match 
on average, nearly 45 per cent 
more than their amateur equiva¬ 
lents who perhaps conform more 
to the “tackle and hoof” stereo¬ 
type. 

Amateur teams are clearly 
putting their “athletes” in mid- 
field, where their average climbs 
to 8.37km - though even that is 
nearly 35 per cent down on Pre¬ 
mier League midfielders’ mark of 
11.27km. 

Sports scientist Chris Barnes 
said: “The greater technical profi¬ 
ciency of professional players re¬ 
sults in greater match ‘tempo’ and 


the ball being in play for a much 
greater proportion of a match, 
both of which are contributory 
factors in their superior running 
performances.” 

Regarding the top speed figures, 
he added: “In many professional 
games, players won’t actually 
reach maximum speed - some¬ 
thing to be applauded as this is 
often related to their capacity to 
‘read’ and manage a game. 

“The key is that profession¬ 
als have the capacity for greater 
performances but due to greater 
collective efficiency and foot¬ 
ball smartness, are not always 
required to draw upon these re¬ 
serves.”

Here, the Sports Pink looks 
at some other England football 
bosses who courted controversy 
during their reigns. 

Sam Allardyce (2016) 

Allardyce was implicated in a 
BBC Panorama investigation ti¬ 
tled ‘Football’s dirty secrets’ in 
2006, which alleged he had taken 
bribes. Allardyce denied wrong¬ 
doing. He left his dream job as 
England boss after just one game 
in 2016 after undercover report¬ 
ers posing as businessmen filmed 
him offering advice on circum¬ 
venting rules on third party own¬ 
ership and negotiating a £400,000 
deal which he stated would need 
the approval of the FA. 

Sven-Goran 
Eriksson (2001-06) 

The Swede, England’s first for¬ 
eign boss, guided the so-called 
‘Golden Generation’ to the 2002 
World Cup quarter-finals. He 
also led David Beckham, Michael 
Owen, Steven Gerrard and com¬ 
pany to a 5-1 win over Germany 
in Munich. But latterly he be¬ 
came known for alleged relation¬ 
ships with television presenter 
Ulrika Jonsson and FA employee 
Faria Alam, as well as the ‘Fake 
Sheikh’ sting where he was cov¬ 
ertly recorded saying, among oth¬ 
er things, that he would be willing 
to leave the national team to man¬ 
age Aston Villa if England won 
the 2006 World Cup. 

Terry Venables 
(1994-96) 

Venables was involved in an 
acrimonious dispute with Alan 


Sugar when at Tottenham and his 
appointment by the FA was con¬ 
troversial. Labour MP Kate Hoey 
said Venables’ business affairs 
during his time with Spurs were 
being investigated by the Depart¬ 
ment of Trade and Industry. Ve¬ 
nables denied the claims, but they 
dogged him. 

Glenn Hoddle (1996-99) 

Hoddle had to defend his unusu¬ 


al management methods, which 
included the employment of 
faith healer Eileen Drewery. Was 
sacked in February 1999, just a 
few days after giving an interview 
in which he suggested the disa¬ 
bled were being punished for sins 
in a former life. Hoddle insisted 
his words were misinterpreted. 

Don Revie (1974-1977) 

Allegations of financial im¬ 


propriety - bribes, bungs, being 
driven by money - dogged Revie 
in his latter career and came to 
the surface as his spell in charge 
of England was unravelling. Bri¬ 
an Clough was one of his fiercest 
critics, perhaps aggrieved Revie 
was chosen for the England job - 
as successor to World Cup winner 
Sir Alf Ramsey - ahead of him. 
Revie’s style of play with Leeds, 
while successful, was also contro¬ 
versial due to the physicality.

All change 
for the cup 

TEAMS competing in the 
Carabao Cup third round 
averaged almost eight changes a 
side as questions continue over 
the competition’s relevance. 

Figures collected reveal the 
extent of the changes made 
across the midweek knockout 
games. 

Manchester United boss Jose 
Mourinho said he could see the 
argument for saying the English 
game would be better off without 
the League Cup after his team 
beat Burton at Old Trafford on 
Wednesday night.

EMERSON Hyndman’s global 
footballing experiences have been 
astounding for a player of just 21. 

Having started at FC Dallas be¬ 
fore being snapped up by Fulham 
at 15, he captained the United 
States in the under-20 World Cup 
in New Zealand two years ago. 

The youngster has also repre¬ 
sented the States’ senior side and 
made his international debut in 
Prague against the Czech Repub¬ 
lic. 

One of his most recent exploits 
while being part of the set-up 
at Cherries saw him take on a 
fruitful loan spell at Scottish gi¬ 
ants Rangers in January and he 
proved a huge hit. 

A far cry from the soccer set¬ 
ups in the US, Hyndman insisted 
his 17-game spell with the Gers 
helped him develop as a player. 

He said: “It was a good chance to 
go out and play some games. 

“I worked hard over the four 
or five months I was here before¬ 
hand, so to get the opportunity 
to play some games at such a big 
club was a good opportunity for 
me. I really enjoyed it. 

“When you get that exposure 
and pressure at a big club, you 
are expected to perform week in, 
week out. 

“It’s a big pressure to take on 
and I was happy. I felt like I dealt 
with it quite well and it will do me 
good moving on.” 

Hyndman was named young 
player of the year at Ibrox, de¬ 
spite only signing during the sec¬ 
ond-half of the campaign. 

Derbies 

An experience the midfielder 
will not forget in a hurry was the 
chance to feature in three Old 
Firm derbies. 

Hyndman played 90 minutes 
in a 1-1 draw between Celtic and 
Rangers at Celtic Park in March 
before getting 70 minutes in the 
2-0 Scottish Cup semi-final defeat 
against the Bhoys at Hampden 
Park. 

A further humbling happened 
in a 5-1 reverse for Hyndman’s 
loan club against Celtic at Ibrox 
shortly after, in which he played 
for just under an hour. 

Crowds averaging more than 
50,000 were in attendance across 
those three fixtures and Hynd¬ 
man insisted the derby clashes 
were “crazy”. 

He said: “Being American,

playing in Europe is different, 
let alone playing in one of those 
derbies. 

“The rivalries are a lot more 
historic. 

“It was crazy because I got the 
chance to play in three different 
venues as well in those games, so 
I got the full experience.” 

A stress fracture to his foot 
curtailed Hyndman’s Scottish 
exploits before the end of last sea¬ 
son. 

But having now reached a full 
recovery, he is looking to make an 
impact at Cherries. 

Asked about his recent injury 
problems, Hyndman said: “It’s 
tough when you get injured, espe¬ 
cially with mine. 

“It was over a summer and I had 


to work on it. I came back and it 
still wasn’t right. 

“It was one of those things that 
kept popping up and little feelings 
kept coming back. 

“I didn’t want it to happen all 
over again. 

“We had to take a step back and 
re-evaluate it but, once we got the 
all-clear, it was all good to go. 

“It was a frustrating time but all 
that work has benefitted me now.” 

History 

Hyndman has already made a 
little piece of history during his 
time with Cherries this season. 

During the Carabao Cup ex¬ 
tra-time victory over Brighton 
on Tuesday, he became the first 
man from the club to be used as a 


fourth substitute in cup competi¬ 
tions. 

He replaced Ryan Fraser in the 
117th minute. 

And on his ambitions for the fu¬ 
ture, Hyndman is eager to stake 
his claim for a place in Cherries’ 
first-team plans. 

“The gaffer told me he sees me 
in and around it this year so all 
I can do is work hard in training 
and see where it takes me,” he 
added. 

“Playing in the first team and 
getting involved in the match 
days is a big thing for me. 

“I am optimistic. I’m training 
hard every day and doing my best 
to try to impress. 

“It’s just making that next jump 
and achieving that next target.”

STEVEN Davis became a double 
centurion for Saints last weekend 
in the 1-0 win at Crystal Palace - 
and now he’s spoken about what 
he wants from the next chapter of 
his career. 

The Northern Ireland interna¬ 
tional is now 32 years old but has 
no plan to hang up his boots any 
time soon. 

The midfielder says he has un¬ 
finished business on the inter¬ 
national stage with Northern 
Ireland and domestically with 
Saints. 

“I feel good, it [retirement] has 
never crossed my mind at this 
point in time,” he said. ‘Til keep 
going for as long as I can until you 
have to wheel me out of here.” 

Domestically, Davis, who joined 
Saints from Rangers in the sum¬ 
mer of 2012 after the club’s return 
to the Premier League, wants to 
win a trophy to really put the ic¬ 
ing on his spell at St Mary’s. 

He knows how close he came to 
achieving that dream last season 
when Claude Puel’s side lost 3-2 to 
Manchester United in the League 
Cup final.

It was for a bargain £800,000 
compensation that he was 
brought from a financially-strick¬ 
en Rangers in 2012. 

Saints were on the hunt for Pre¬ 


mier League experience to add 
to their fresh-faced but exciting 
squad after promotion from the 
Championship. 

And what they found in Da¬ 
vis was a perfect servant to help 
guide them through their top 
flight return, and help secure sur¬ 
vival that season. 

Having played for Villa and then 
Fulham, Davis, who has been a

four-year contract on his arrival, 
was handed a new five-year deal 
and was made Rangers’ interim 
captain in the absence of David 
Weir. 

At the end this campaign, how¬ 
ever, following Rangers’ insolven¬ 
cy, Davis was able to terminate 
his contract and become a free 
agent, rejecting the opportunity 
to sign for the new company who 
owned the newly-created club and 
signed for Saints in July 2012.

fending champs Manchester City. 

Saints eventually lost 3-2. 

Davis went on to help them to 
survive in their first season back 
in the Premier League in seven 
years, playing 32 league games 
and scoring twice along the way. 

It was the only season in Davis’ 
Saints career that the club did not 
finish in the top eight, with the 
following four campaigns all see¬ 
ing the club fly high. 

After making his 200th appear¬ 


ance in the win at Selhurst Park, 
in which he scored the winning 
goal, Davis said: “It’s a nice land¬ 
mark to get to. 

“I don’t think you pay too much 
attention to them whenever 
you’re still playing. 

“It’s probably something you 
look back on when you finish and 
be proud of your achievements. 

“I just want to play as much foot¬ 
ball as I can and enjoy my football 
for as long as I can and hopefully 
there will be many more appear¬ 
ances to add to that.” 


Because of his commitment to 
the club over the past five years, 
Davis was handed the title of club 
captain in January with Virgil 
van Dijk becoming team skipper 
after Jose Fonte’s exit. 

But after Van Dijk’s foot liga¬ 
ment injury and then transfer 
stand-off this summer, Davis has 
been the man with the armband 
since the end of January, leading 
Saints out at Wembley along the 
way. 

“I’m just trying to make the 
most of everyday,” he said. “I give 
my best every day, try and im¬ 
prove every day and get as much 
as possibly out of my career as I 
possibly can. 

“I’ve obviously played with 
plenty of players who have now 
retired and they all say the same 
thing - ‘play for as long as you 
can, enjoy it for as long as you can 
and take as much out of it as you 
can’. 

“Hopefully that will mean a lot 
more appearances, more goals 
and more trophies.” 

His trophy haul in Scotland is 
impressive, but it’s clearly some¬ 
thing he wants to change in Eng¬ 
land - where trophies are usually 
just passed around the elite clubs. 

He might have to make-do in the 
end with this legacy of helping 
Saints climb the top-flight at an 
impressive rate and taking them 
in to European competition in 
successive campaigns. 

Davis’ time at Saints has also 
coincided with a real upturn in 
fortunes for Northern Ireland. 

The 32-year-old is also captain 
of his country and in October 
2015 scored a brace in a 3-1 win 
over Greece which meant Mi¬ 
chael O’Neill’s side qualified for 
their first ever European Cham¬ 
pionships - and their first major 
international tournament in 30 
years. 

At Euro 2016 in France, they 
reached the knockout stages be¬ 
fore a 1-0 loss to eventual semi¬ 
finalists Wales in the round of 16. 

Now Northern Ireland are chal¬ 
lenging for World Cup qualifica¬ 
tion. 

They have nearly secured sec¬ 
ond place in Group C behind 
world champions Germany, 
meaning they will likely be head¬ 
ing for a play-off game to secure 
their place in the finals in Russia 
next summer. 

“The World Cup with Northern 
Ireland comes in to it - that would 
be a hell of an achievement,” Da¬ 
vis said. 

“I’d like to win a trophy here 
at Southampton, have something 
to look back on as a real achieve¬ 
ment from my time at the club 
and create a bit of history for the 
club. 

“Those are two things I’m aim¬ 
ing for.”

SIR MO FARAH 

(14-1) 

Having won nine straight global 
track finals since 2011, you could 
argue his return of a gold and a 
silver at London 2017 was a 
disappointment.

Britain’s only individual 
medallist, Farah won one thriller and 
narrowly lost another. The 34-year- 
old is now aiming for marathon glory 
and he has just won his fourth 
straight Great North Run.

A best of third, 
in 2011, does not really reflect his 
domination in one of sport’s most 
accessible disciplines.

Widely considered to be the best 
driver of his generation, Hamilton 
has just edged ahead of his great 
rival Sebastian Vettel in the race for 
the 2017 Formula One crown.

ADAM PEATY 

50-1) 

Still only 22, the world’s fastest 
breaststroker has become a fixture 
on this list over the last three years 
but has not yet beaten 10th place. 
This year should fix that, if only for 
the fact that his solid gym sessions 
have become social-media gold. His 
haul at July’s world championships 
in Budapest was two individual 
golds, a relay silver and lots of 
records. He has the personality to 
go higher in this list but is held back 
by his sport’s low profile. 

I0NNIE PEACOCK 

(50-1) 

The double Paralympic champion 
in the T44 category added another 
lOOmetres title to his tally at the 
World Para-Athletics Championships 
in London this summer, so there is 
no doubt about his ability to move. 
What we are about to discover, 
though, is how gracefully he can do 
it, as he is set to become Strictly 
Come Dancing’s first amputee 
contestant.

But 
then people have been 
underestimating Anderson 
for 15 years. England’s 
greatest wicket-taker, he 
burst through the 500-mark 
with a haul of seven for 42 
to beat the West Indies. That 
took him to 39 wickets for 
England this summer, at 
a cost of just over 14 runs 
each. Some SPOTY love is 
long overdue for this king of 
swing. 


STEVEN Davis reached his 200th 
appearance for Saints last weekend. 

Here, the Sports Pinks, charts 
those top appearances makers dur¬ 
ing the Premier League era. 

Matt Le Tissier - 540 

Made 443 league appearances in 
a career which spanned 1986-2001, 
scoring 161 goals. 

Hee struck 20 or more goals three 
times in a Premier League season - 
20 in 1989/90, 25 in 1993/94 and 20 in 
1994/95. 

Netted another 48 goals in 107 cup 
appearances. 

Jason Dodd - 483 

Dodd made his debut in a 4-1 win 
at QPR in October 1989. On his 
home debut a week later against 
Liverpool, Saints again won 4-1. 

Made the last of his 398 top flight 
appearances for the club at White 
Hart Lane in December 2004, a game 
Saints last 5-1 in Harry Redknapp’s 
second game in charge. 

Dodd was released at the end of 
that season and played seven games 
for Brighton before injury ended 
his professional career. 

Later turned out for Eastleigh and 
had a short spell as caretaker Saints 
boss in 2007/08 after George Burley 
had left to take the Scottish national 
job. 

Claus Lundekvam - 413 

Always a popular figure at Saints, 
from his debut in October 1996 to 
his final appearance in 2007/08. 

Famously scored just two goals 
in his 357 league appearances - the 
first in a 4-1 win at Wolves in April 
2004 and the second against Cardiff 
in 2005/06. Both goals were against 
teams managed by his former 
Saints boss Dave Jones. 

Francis Benali - 369 

Lundekvam’s total of two goals 
was one more than Benali man¬ 
aged in his 311-game league career 
for Saints. Benali’s sole strike came 
against Leicester in 1997 when he 
headed in a Matt Le Tissier free- 
kick. 

Benali made his Saints debut in 
October 1988, and his last appear¬ 
ance came in an FA Cup fourth 
round replay at Milwall in Febru¬ 
ary 2003. 

Matt Oakley - 310 

Oakley only called time on his 
professional playing career at the 
end of last season, during which 
he had made his 600th appearance 
while turning out for Exeter City. 

Of his eventual 615 league out¬ 
ings, 261 were made for Saints - his 
first coming as a 17-year-old in May 
1995 and his last in 2005/06. Turn¬ 
ing down a new contract offer, Oak¬ 
ley left St Mary’s in the summer of 
2006 to join Derby County. He later 
moved onto Leicester before linking 
up with his ex-Saints colleague Paul 
Tisdale at Exeter in 2012. 


Kelvin Davis - 301 

Criticised by some fans following 
his £lm arrival from Sunderland in 
the summer of 2006, Davis in time 
became something of a legendary, 
much admired figure. 

Player of the year in the club’s 
2009/09 Championship relegation 
season, he decided to stay at St 
Mary’s - despite interest from West 


Ham - following Markus Liebherr’s 
takeover. 

Davis went on to help Saints 
achieve back-to-back promotions, 
though he quickly fell out of favour 
once the club were back in the Pre¬ 
mier League. 

Davis made his 300th appearance 
in all competitions for Saints at 
Manchester City on the final day of 
the 2014/15 season. 

A 301st outing followed in October 


2015, in a 2-2 draw at home to even¬ 
tual champions Leicester City. 

In all, 270 of Davis’ appearances 
for Saints were in the league. 

lose Fonte - 288 

The former skipper left under 
something of a cloud last January 
after handing in a transfer request. 

It was an unfortunate end to a 
great St Mary’s career, which saw 
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Davis clocks up

The Portuguese centre half made 
260 league outings for Saints - the 
first 106 of them coming in League 
1 and the Championship follow¬ 
ing his bargain £1.2m arrival from 
Crystal Palace in the January 2010

Adam Lallana - 265 


Handed his debut in a League Cup 
tie against Yeovil in August 2006, 
Lallana would have to wait two 
years before becoming a regular. 

He thrived in Saints’ first season 
in League 1, scoring 20 goals in all 
competitions, and got better and 
better as the club advanced up the 
leagues. 

In all, he scored 60 goals for 
Saints, including 48 in 235 league 
appearances, beforea £25m move to 


Liverpool in the summer of 2014. 

While at Saints, he made his sen¬ 
ior international debut - in a 2-0 
Wembley loss to Chile in November 
2013 - and has gone on to become a 
regular in the England midfield. 

Morgan Schneiderlin - 261 

The Frenchman, like Davis, Fon- 
te and Lallana, was a mainstay in 
Nigel Adkins’ sides that won suc¬ 


cessive promotions in 2010/11 and 
2011/12. 

Signed as a teenager from Stras¬ 
bourg in the summer of 2008, Sch- 
neiderlin’s first season saw him 
part of a painfully inexperienced 
Saints side relegated to the third 
tier of English football. 

After that, he was rarely out of 
the side, eventually making 231 
league appearances (261 in all com¬ 
petitions) before a £25m move to Old 
Trafford in the summer of 2015. 

Rickie Lambert - 235 

The striker became a talismanic 
figure at St Mary’s, his goals firing 
Saints to back to back promotions. 

He ended with 117 goals in 235 ap¬ 
pearances, of which 106 goals came 
in 197 league starts plus another 10 
off the bench. 

James Beattie - 235 

Scored 68 league goals for Saints 
in a 204-game spell on the south 
coast. Made his debut in August 1998 
with his final game coming on Box¬ 
ing Day 2004, prior to a £6m switch 
to Everton the following month. 
His best season for Saints was un¬ 
doubtedly 2002/03, when he scored 
23 league goals and made his senior 
England international debut. 

Ken Monkou - 233 

Spent almost seven years at The 
Dell, from making his debut in Au¬ 
gust 1992 - in a 1-0 home loss to Man¬ 
chester United - to his final outing 
at Everton in May 1999. Scored 10 
goals in his 198 league games for the 
club - a good career considering he 
was almost 28 when he joined from 
Chelsea. 

Paul Jones - 223 

Signed by his former Stockport 
boss Dave Jones in the summer 
of 1997, Paul Jones made the first 
of his 193 league appearances for 
Saints in August of that year. 

He made the last against Man¬ 
chester City in November 2003, 
having been ousted as No 1 choice 
by the arrival of Antti Niemi the 
previous year. Went on loan to Liv¬ 
erpool in 2003/04 before linking up 
once more with Jones at Wolves - 
therefore becoming the first player 
to appear for three Premier League 
clubs in one season. 

League: 193 

Steven Davis - 200 

The Northern Ireland interna¬ 
tional chalked up his double centu¬ 
ry milestone at Crystal Palace last 
weekend. 

He celebrated it with his first club 
goal since May 2016 - and that was 
also against the Eagles! 

Davis, a bargain £750,000 signing 
from Glasgow Rangers in the sum¬ 
mer of 2012, has made 172 league 
appearances for Saints under five 
different managers. 

In addition, he has made 13 
League Cup outings, eight in the 
FA Cup and seven in the Europa 
League. 

His goal at Selhurst Park last 
weekend was only his tenth in 
Saints colours. 


Record year 
for United 
yet again 

MANCHESTER United have 
earned more than half a 
billion pounds for the second 
successive year, with a 
record-breaking revenue of 
£581.2million. 

While Jose Mourinho’s 
men stuttered home sixth in 
the Premier League and went 
without Champions League 
football, the money-making 
machine was still in full flow 
last season. 

United last year became the 
first British club to break the 
half-billion mark and have 
improved on that position, 
with revenue rising from 
£515.3m to £581.2m for the 
year ending 30 June 2017. 

The club - who in January 
returned the top of the 
Deloitte Football Money 
League for the first time 
since 2005 - achieved a 
record operating profit of 
£80.8m and record earnings 
of £199.8m before interest, 
tax, depreciation and 
amortisation. 

United executive vice- 
chairman Ed Woodward said: 
“We concluded a successful 
2016/17 season with a total 
of three trophies and a 
return to Champions League 
football.

“We are pleased with the 
investment in our squad and 
look forward to an exciting 
season.” 

United are expecting to 
post a revenue of between 
£575m and £585m for the year 
ending June 30, 2018. 

The accounts show wages 
increased by £31.3m to 
£263.5m in the previous 
financial year as Mourinho’s 
appointment was followed 
by the arrival of Zlatan 
Ibrahimovic, Paul Pogba, 
Eric Bailly and Henrikh 
Mkhitaryan - but in terms 
of percentage of revenue it 
broadly remains the same. 

Retail revenue increased 
by £6.7m thanks in part to 
the fact the full year of their 
agreement with Adidas came 
into account along with 
growth in the Megastore. 

United’s net debt decreased 
by £47.8m to £213.lm over the 
year. 

The latest Saints FC 
accounts - for the year 
ending June 2016 - showed 
record revenues of around 
£125m.

Fiorentina put a dent in 
Juventus’ title charge with 
a long-awaited win at the 
Stadio Artemio Franchi 
in last season’s meeting 
between the two rivals in 
January. Nikola Kalinic 
and Federico Chiesa fired 
Fiorentina in front with 
goals in either half and, 
although Gonzalo Higuain 
got Juve back into it, 
Massimiliano Allegri’s side 
could not find an equaliser. 
However, despite La Viola, 
who had not beaten Juve 
in Serie A since October 
2013, finally earning some 
bragging rights, it was the

men from Turin who went 
on to deliver yet another 
Scudetto, their 33rd title.

BRADY BLAMED 

On the final day of the 1981- 
82 campaign Fiorentina were 
level on points with Juventus 
heading into their respective 
matches against Cagliari and 
Catanzaro. While La Viola 
had a seemingly legitimate 
effort disallowed in their 
goalless draw in Sardinia, 
Irish midfielder Liam Brady 
scored a penalty against 
Catanzaro to seal a 1-0 win - 
and the Scudetto - for the Old 
Lady. At the time, Fiorentina 
fans were heard saying: 
‘’Meglio secondi che ladri.” 
Better to be second than to be 
thieves.

SAINTS helped extend Crys¬ 
tal Palace’s miserable Premier 
League start last weekend with a 
1-0 victory at Selhurst Park. 

Defeat left Palace without a 
point or even a goal from their 
first five league games. 

That got the Sports Pink think¬ 
ing. What have been Saints’ best, 
and worst starts, to a league cam¬ 
paign based on just the first five 
games. 

Here we take a look at some of 
them (all points awarded as three 
for a win, even though that sys¬ 
tem did not come in until 1981/82). 

1948/49 - 12 points 

Charlie Wayman struck against 
Blackburn in a 3-0 opening day 
win, then scored again in a 2-1 
success at Plymouth. A fourth 
goal in three games followed - the 
consolation in a 2-1 loss at Cardiff 
- before a fifth in four matches 
helped beat Plymouth again 2-0. 
Augie Scott struck twice in a 3-0 
home win over QPR to continue 
Saints’ impressive start. 

It was in stark contrast to the 
club’s finish to the Second Divi¬ 
sion campaign. Four losses in 
their last seven games saw them 
finish third, just two points be¬ 
hind champions Fulham. 

Wayman carried on as he had 
started, though, scoring 32 goals 
in 37 starts. 

1953/54 - 12 points 

Goals galore as George 
Roughton’s side belted 17 in their 
first five Second Division match¬ 
es. 

A 2-0 home win over Watford 
was followed by a 4-3 loss at Crys¬ 
tal Palace, before Saints struck 
four goals in three successive 
wins. 

Eric Day bagged a pair in a 4-0 
drubbing of Newport in south 
Wales before Josh Hoskins did 
likewise in a 4-2 home win over 
Bristol City. 

It was Newport at home next, 
and John Flood hit a hat-trick as 
Saints beat County 4-0 for the sec¬ 
ond time in three weeks. 

1962/63 - 1 point 

Four defeats in five outings left 
Ted Bates’ men propping up the 
Second Division. The only point 
came from a 2-2 draw against Lu¬ 
ton which featured Derek Reeves’ 
last-ever goal for Saints. 

1974/75 3 points 

Fresh from relegation, Lawrie 
McMenemy oversaw a stuttering 
start to life back in the second 



tier. Saints came from behind 
three times on day one to draw 
3-3 with Hull but then lost at Nor¬ 
wich and, despite taking the lead, 
crashed 3-1 at Sunderland. Saints 
allowed the Canaries to level 
in the Dell return before Bobby 
Stokes’ last minute leveller gave 
Saints another 1-1 home draw 
against Blackpool. 

Saints never really recovered 


from their poor start and finished 
14th. 

In today’s climate, a 14th placed 
finish after top flight relegation 
could well result in the sack. 

McMenemy, though, was man¬ 
aging in a far different era - and 
Saints would reap the benefits of 
their patience. 

1976/77 - 2 points 


Fresh from winning the FA Cup 
the previous May, Saints fell back 
to earth with a bump by failing to 
win any of their first five Second 
Division games. 

A curtain-raising 2-1 Dell loss to 
Carlisle quickly wiped away some 
post-Wembley enthusiasm and, 
after a 0-0 draw with Millwall, 
Saints were thumped 4-0 at Hull. 
A 1-1 Dell draw with Sheffield 
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of Saints' starts... 



United was then followed by a 2-0 
loss at Burnley. 

McMenemy knew he had to act 
quickly, and did - signing pro¬ 
lific striker Ted MacDougall for 
£50,000 from Norwich. Alan Ball 
would follow a few months later 
as McMenemy dismantled his 
Wembley-winning side. 

1980/81 - 13 points 


Statistically, Saints’ best start 
to a post-war league season - four 
wins and a draw. 

No doubt the arrival of reigning 
European Footballer of the Year 
Kevin Keegan and the feelgood 
factor he brought with him was a 
contributory factor. 

Mick Channon struck twice on 
Keegan’s debut - a 2-0 home win 
over Manchester City - before a 


1-1 draw at Arsenal was followed 
by three straight successes. 

Chris Nicholl and Charlie 
George netted in a 2-1 win at Sun¬ 
derland before Keegan struck his 
first goal in a 3-1 home victory 
over Birmingham. 

Steve Williams, Graham Baker 
and Ivan Golac then scored in 
another 3-1 home triumph - this 
time against south coast rivals 


Brighton. 

1982/83 - 4 points 

Kevin Keegan had been a sur¬ 
prise summer departure, joining 
Newcastle, but Saints now had 
England’s Peter Shilton in goal 
for them. 

It was a baptism of fire for Shil¬ 
ton, who after a 1-0 debut loss at 
Coventry was then on the receiv¬ 
ing end of newly-promoted Wat¬ 
ford’s 4-1 rom at The Dell. 

Justin Fashanu’s early goal saw 
off Aston Villa, but after a 1-1 
draw with Norwich a 5-0 batter¬ 
ing at Anfield left Saints bottom 
of the table. 

Things eventually improved, 
but only after Shilton had con¬ 
ceded six a few weeks later on a 
miserable evening at White Hart 
Lane. 

1983/84 - 11 points 

Danny Wallace lifted the cur¬ 
tain on what would prove to be 
Saints’ best ever league season 
with a first day winner at Notting¬ 
ham Forest. 

A 0-0 draw with QPR was fol¬ 
lowed by Ian Baird firing the only 
goal against Arsenal at The Dell. 

Mick Mills’ late leveller gave 
Saints a rare point at Anfield, 
and Steve Moran’s double saw off 
Sunderland at Roker Park. 

1984/85 - 2 points 

Runners-up the previous season 
to Liverpool, Saints began what 
would prove to be Lawrie McMen- 
emy’s last season by failing to win 
any of their first five games. 

A first day loss at Sunderland 
was followed by a 0-0 home stale¬ 
mate with Manchester United be¬ 
fore a 3-2 Dell defeat to West Ham. 
Gary Shelton then grabbed a late 
winner for newly-promoted Shef¬ 
field Wednesday at Hillsborough. 
New signing Alan Curtis netted 
in a 1-1 home draw with Luton. 

1993/94 - 3 points 

A torrid start for Ian Branfoot. 
Three losses to Everton, Ipswich 
and QPR preceded Swindon 
Town’s midweek visit to The Dell. 
Newly promoted, Swindon had 
also lost their first three Premier 
League games - including a 5-0 
home thumping by Liverpool. 
Matt Le Tissier struck twice as 
the Wiltshire side shipped five 
again - Saints running out 5-1 
winners. But that was not the sig¬ 
nal for Branfoot’s luck to change, 
as Saints then lost their next five 
games. Take away the Swindon 
win, and Saints only netted twice 
in their first nine matches - eight 
of which had been lost. Branfoot 
somehow survived the axe ... but 
only until the following January.

Fiorentina were too busy 
enjoying the goals and guile 
of Italy striker Roberto 
Baggio, who saved the 
Tuscans from relegation 
before leading them to a 
UEFA Cup final. His 43 goals 
in two seasons, coupled with 
financial concerns, meant 
the ‘Divine Ponytail’ had 
to be sold - to anyone apart 
from Juve of course. But to 
the horror of the Viola fans 
he did move to Turin for 
£8million, causing riots to 
break out in the streets of 
Florence. 

DOUBLE STANDARDS? 

When Fiorentina went 
bust in 2002 they had no 
choice but to reform and 
start again in the fourth 
tier, with the Della Valle 
family taking the reins of a 
new club boasting only one 
high-profile player, Angelo 
Di Livio. There was enmity 
later, when Juve were spared 
from a similar fate despite 
their heavy involvement 
in the ‘Calciopoli’ scandal, 
which had seen several

officials attempt to influence 
referee appointments. The 
Bianconeri were placed 
in Serie B and won an 
immediate promotion 
painlessly. 

DIMITAR DIVERTED 

In 2012, Dimitar Berbatov 
was looking for a way out 
of Manchester United after 
his goals dried up at Old 
Trafford. Fiorentina were 
quick to act, buying plane 
tickets for the Bulgarian 
after getting permission 
to talk to him and, as the 
news spread, hundreds of 
fans gathered at the airport. 
Except the striker never 
arrived. Juve had intervened 
to offer higher wages, 
eliciting a furious club 
statement from Fiorentina, 
with the whole event simply 
creating more animosity as 
he ultimately joined Fulham. 

RED-FACED 

Paul Pogba and Carlos 
Tevez were left red-faced 
after celebrating first-half 
goals with the machine- 
gun salute of Fiorentina 
favourite Gabriel Batistuta in 
October 2013 as the Tuscans 
fought back to win.

NOSTALGIA 



THE FA’s decision to sack Mark 
Sampson less than 24 hours after 
England’s 6-0 win over Russia 
brings an end to a remarkable 
month for the governing body, the 
coach and the women’s game. 

But the questions it raises about 
his appointment, the allegations of 
racism that still hang over him and 
the FA’s handling of all this are 
nowhere near a conclusion. 

Here, Matt Slater looks at some of 
the questions that must be 
answered. 

What exactly has the FA fired 
Sampson for? 

Having spent weeks fighting 
accusations of racism, the 34-year- 
old Welshman’s contract has been 
terminated because of what the FA 
has described as “inappropriate and 
unacceptable behaviour” in his 
previous managerial role at the 
Bristol Academy, which has since 
been rebranded as Bristol City 
Women. We do not know what that 
behaviour was but it was 
investigated by the FA’s 
Safeguarding Unit, which cleared 
him. FA chief executive Martin Glenn 
told reporters it was related to the 
“boundaries between coach and 
player”. 


Did the FA know about this when it 
hired him? 

After success at Bristol, Sampson

was appointed England manager in 
December 2013. Glenn said the FA 
was unaware of the allegation when 
it gave him the job but it must have 
surfaced soon after as he said it was 
known by “late 2013, early 2014”. 
Sampson is understood to have 
given “verbal references” from 
Bristol but there appears to have 
been no further due diligence. As 
soon as the claim emerged the 
Safeguarding Unit took over, 
spending a year on the inquiry 
before clearing him. 

Why has this resurfaced? 

Glenn claims the FA received calls 
it should re-examine Sampson’s past 
during the furore over England and 
Chelsea star Eni Aluko’s claims he 
used racist language to her in 2014 
and a team-mate in 2015. Last week, 
Glenn read the safeguarding report 
into the Bristol allegation and 
decided it was more serious than he 
had been led to believe. He brought 
it to the attention of FA chairman 
Greg Clarke on Friday and the board 
discussed it over the weekend and 
on Monday, when a decision was 
made to sack Sampson - but not 
until after Tuesday’s World Cup 
qualifier at Tranmere, where 
England’s players made a point of 
celebrating with their manager in a 
show of solidarity.

1996/97 - 2 points 

Graeme Souness’ only season in 
charge began with no wins in the 
first five games - the best Saints 
can manage was two home draws 
against Chelsea and Nottingham 
Forest. Barry Venison was sent 
off in a 2-1 loss at Leicester, while 
Francis Benali saw red in a 2-1 
defeat at West Ham. A third away 
game, which took Souness back to 
Anfield, resulted in Steve McMa- 
nanam scoring a last minute win¬ 
ner and another 2-1 reverse. 

1997/98 - 3 points 

Dave Jones’ first season at The 
Dell started with three defeats be¬ 
fore Kevin Davies - Graeme Sou¬ 
ness’ last ever signing for Saints 
- scored the only goal against 
Crystal Palace. Saints were then 
4-1 down inside 33 minutes of 
their next game at Stamford 
Bridge, eventually losing 4-2. In 
all, Jones lost seven of his first 
nine games - yet avoided the sack. 
Frank de Boer must wish he’d 
managed at The Dell in the 1990s. 

1998/99 - 0 points 

There is hope for Roy Hodgson 
and Crystal Palace. Saints lost all 
their opening five games in Dave 
Jones’ second season, scoring 
just twice in the process. Among 
the losses was a 5-0 caning at 
newly promoted Sunderland - not 
helped by keeper Paul Jones be¬ 
ing sent off at 2-0 down - and a 4-0 
thrashing at Newcastle. 

Saints went to on collect just 
one point from their first seven 
games, yet again avoided relega¬ 
tion. 

Frank de Boer must really wish 
he’d managed at The Dell in the 
1990s. 

2001/02 - 3 points 

A new dawn for Saints, follow¬ 
ing the move to St Mary’s, results 
in a dismal start - away losses to 
Leeds and Glenn Hoddle’s Totten¬ 
ham either side of a 2-0 defeat to 
Chelsea in the first league game 
at Saints’ new stadium. Marian 
Pahars ends the losing run with 
the only goal at Bolton, but Aston 
Villa win 3-1 at St Mary’s with

Alan Pardew was the man who 
kickstarted Saints’ on-field re¬ 
vival, but it wasn’t an easy start 
for him at all in the third tier. An 
opening day draw with Millwall 
was followed by losses at Hud¬ 
dersfield (Rickie Lambert scoring 
on his debut) and Swindon before 
more 1-1 draws with Brentford 
(H) and Stockport (A). 

2010/11 - 4 points 

Just one win from the first five 
games - and Alan Pardew was 
sacked after it! That was a 4-0 suc¬ 
cess at Bristol Rovers, which fol¬ 
lowed a 1-0 home loss to Plymouth 
and a St Mary’s draw with Orient. 
Caretaker Ray Wilkins then pre¬ 
sided over a miserable 2-0 home 
loss to Rochdale and a 1-0 defeat 
at Swindon (Charlie Austin on 
target). 

2011/12 - 12 points 

Nigel Adkins’ men quickly ad¬ 
justed to life back in the Cham¬ 
pionship by rattling off four 
straight wins. 

A 3-1 St Mary’s success against 
Leeds was followed by a 1-0 win 
at Barnsley and a highly impres¬ 
sive 5-2 romp at Ipswich. Guly 
grabbed the only goal at home to 
Millwall and Saints were flying. 
A 3-2 loss at Leicester offered a 
slight hiccup - Saints bouncing 
back by winning their next two 
home games. 

2012/13 - 3 pts 

Back in the Premier League, 
Saints were handed some tough 
early season fixtures - with some 
painful results.

Two losses 
were followed by a 1-0 win at Der¬ 
by, David McGoldrick on target. 
But that euphoria quickly died 
with two more losses - including 


a 4-1 beating at QPR when young 
Ollie Lancashire was sent off in 
the first half on his debut. 

Poortvliet was sacked in Janu¬ 
ary, and Saints were eventually 
relegated with their parent com¬ 
pany Southampton Leisure Hold¬ 
ings PLC in administration. 

2009/10 - 3 points

What does this mean for the 
racism claims? 

The FA is adamant the two issues 
are separate but Glenn has 
acknowledged there will be many 
who find this very convenient. The 
FA’s statement reiterates he has 
twice been cleared of wrongdoing 
but former England midfielder Drew 
Spence’s new statement about the 
comment he is alleged to have made 
to her in 2015 has been sent to 
Katharine Newton, the barrister who 
conducted the second of those 
investigations. But questions were 
already piling up for her in regards 
to her initial inquiry, which did not 
involve questioning Aluko, Spence 
or any of the other players who may 
have heard the comment. 

Will Sampson be the only FA 
casualty? 

Putting aside the fact that many 
consider the players who have fallen 
out with Sampson to already be 
casualties, it is hard to see how 
several leading figures within the 
organisation will not find themselves 
under scrutiny in the coming days. 
Glenn can be forgiven for anything 
that predates his arrival in March 
2015 but why didn’t he read the 
report last year while Sampson was 
being accused of discrimination, or 
this year, when the FA decided to

pay Aluko £80,000 shortly before the 
Euros? What of Clarke’s role in this? 
He alone on the board was aware of 
that payment - shouldn’t he have 
been more curious about the man 
they were backing over Aluko, their 
top scorer and a trained lawyer? And 
as the man responsible for 
England’s coaches, technical 
director Dan Ashworth must face 
searching questions about his 
choice of Sampson, his response to 
Aluko’s first complaint and 
continuing support for Sampson. 

What next for the FA? 

Sports minister Tracey Crouch has 
described the situation as a “mess” 
that sounds alarm bells over its 
recruitment processes, while the 
chairman of the Digital, Sport, 
Culture and Media committee 
Damian Collins already had a 
hearing scheduled with Aluko and 
fellow Sampson critic Lianne 
Sanderson planned next month - he 
will now be demanding a full, 
independent investigation of who 
knew what and when. The really sad 
story here, though, is the damage 
caused to a very promising England 
squad, who have just learned that a 
manager most of them have backed 
has been sacked for improper 
behaviour with a player which the FA 
has known about for nearly four 
years. 

Trust will need to be restored 
before it can be safeguarded. 
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Remarkable 
run record 
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Kumar Sangakkara compiled 
his eighth Specsavers County 
Championship hundred of a 
remarkable final season for 
Surrey this week.

SAINTS were this weekend aim¬ 
ing for only their fifth home win 
over Manchester United since the 
Premier League was introduced a 
quarter of a century ago. 

Of their previous triumphs, 
only one has come at St Mary’s - 
James Beattie scoring a late win¬ 
ner in August 2003. 

In all, Saints have faced United 
12 times at St Mary’s - nine in the 
league and three in the FA Cup. 

While Saints have won just the 
once, United have triumphed in 
nine of the other 11. 

Overall, United have won 10 of 
their 17 Premier League trips to 
Saints. 

Here, the Daily Echo looks at 
the PL record between the two 
clubs at The Dell and St Mary’s. 

1992/93 

Saints 0 Man Utd 1

Two down is 
'too harsh'...

HAMPSHIRE head coach Craig 
White believes the Specsavers Coun¬ 
ty Championship is too harsh on the 
first division teams. 

There will be no shortage of in¬ 
terest as Hampshire try to preserve 
their first division status in the final 
week of the season for the third suc¬ 
cessive year. 

But White believes that relegating 
two teams from a first division re¬ 
duced to eight counties for the first 
time this season is too many. 

Speaking after Hampshire’s 108- 
run defeat against county champi¬ 
ons Essex - their third-ever loss after 
enforcing the follow-on - he said: 
“Essex ran away with it brilliantly 
this year and deserve it. 

“But if it had been closer you could 
have got a situation where the same 
team could either win the title or be 
relegated going into the final round 
of the season. 

“I think that’s very harsh. With the 
format this year - 25 per cent of the 
division going down - it was always 
going to be a bunfight. 

“We hoped we wouldn’t be in it but 
we’re in it now. 

“We find ourselves in a real battle. 
It’s a very harsh division, probably 
too harsh, but we’re in that position 
and have to get ourselves out of it.” 

Hampshire have a 13-point advan¬ 
tage over second-from-bottom Som¬ 
erset going into the final round of 
games. 

A draw may be enough for Hamp¬ 
shire to beat the drop, even if Somer¬ 
set beat Middlesex at Taunton (Mid¬ 
dlesex are only three points above 
Hampshire, while Yorkshire are not 
completely safe either). 

But White warned: “If you go in 
with that mindset you’ll come un¬ 
stuck, we’ve seen that happen a few 
times over the years. 

“Warwickshire have nothing to 
lose and will want to finish season 
on a high to take into next year. 

“Every team in division one is 
very good, anyone can beat anyone 
on their day so we have to make sure 
we play well. 

“The boys need to turn up.” 

Hampshire needed 185 to win in 
67 overs after Essex, having started 
the final day on 247-5, were bowled 
out for 362 following a ninth-wicket 
stand of 82 between Neil Wagner and 
James Foster. 

But Hampshire were bowled out 
for 76, as Essex were in their first in¬ 
nings. 


It was their first defeat after en¬ 
forcing the follow on since Essex’s 
last Championship-winning team 
achieved the feat at Bournemouth in 
1992. 

“We were hoping to chase a few 
less, maybe around 120-130, although 
that would have been tough the way 
they bowled,” admitted White. 


“We bowled well at the start of the 
day but that partnership took the 
wind out of our sails. 

“We have been inconsistent, and 
we have just had a chat about that 
now. 

“Everyone needs to take a look 
at themselves and find out why we 
keep losing clumps of wickets.”

Carberry leaves as a 
Hampshire legend

MICHAEL Carberry leaves 
Hampshire as a legend after sign¬ 
ing a two-year deal with Leices¬ 
tershire this week 

Carberry joined Leicestershire 
on loan last month before re¬ 
turning to the Hampshire ranks 
briefly for the NatWest T20 Blast 
semi-final defeat against Not¬ 
tinghamshire, which turned out 
to be his last appearance for the 
county 

Now he is set to end his career 
at Grace Road, the ground where 
his first-class career began when 
he made his Surrey debut in 2001. 

His career failed to get going at 
his home county or with Kent, but 
has flourished during his time at 
The Ageas Bowl, which began un¬ 
der Shane Warne’s captaincy 

Hampshire director of cricket, 
Giles White said: “Michael has 
been an outstanding professional 
for Hampshire over a number of 
years. 

“He has been an integral part 
of many successful campaigns 
and has always been a very popu¬ 
lar figure at the club. 

“We all wish him well with the 
exciting challenge at Leicester-

shire and look forward to seeing 
him back at the Ageas Bowl in the 
future.” 

The left-hander has been a tre¬ 
mendous servant for the club 
since joining from Surrey in 2006 
and has been a prominent per¬ 
former with the bat for more than 
a decade. 

Carberry amassed a total of 
more than 16,849 runs in 369 
matches for Hampshire across all 
formats, with more than 10,000 of 
these coming in first-class cricket 
at an average of 42.64. 

He scored 9,688 Championship 
runs for Hampshire at 41.40, in¬ 
cluding 24 centuries. 


His career-best 300 not out 
against Yorkshire in 2011, against 
an attack including Ryan Sidebot- 
tom and Adil Rashid was one of 
many career highlights at The 
Ageas Bowl. 

The 523 runs he shared with 
Neil McKenzie for Hampshire’s 
third wicket in that match will 
surely remain Hampshire’s high¬ 
est partnership for any wicket for 
many years. 

Ironically, Carberry scored 
more first-class runs against 
Warwickshire, Hampshire’s op¬ 
ponents next week, than any oth¬ 
er county (1369 at 50.7). 

He has also been a key player in 
Hampshire’s limited-overs suc¬ 
cess over the years, contributing 
3,519 List A runs at an average of 
38.67 and 3,066 T20 runs at an av¬ 
erage of 31.28. 

Few who were there will forget 
his unbeaten 100 (66 balls) against 
Lancashire as Hampshire won 
their 2013 T20 quarter final by 
one run, a few months after his 
150 not out (115 balls) against the 
same opposition in that season’s 
40-over competition. 

During his time with Hamp¬ 
shire, Carberry has represented 
England in all three formats, 
playing six Tests, six one-day in¬ 
ternationals and one T20 interna¬ 
tionals. 


But one of his biggest success¬ 
es during his time at The Ageas 
Bowl has been the way he has 
overcome adversity. 

Who knows how much more he 
would have achieved had it not 
been for the blood clots that were 
discovered on his lungs in 2010. 

The way he has battled back 
from cancer in the last 14 months 
has also been nothing short of in¬ 
spirational. 

Now Carberry, who turns 37 
next week, is looking forward to 
the a new chapter. 

“It is great to be joining Leices¬ 
tershire, “ he said. 

“We have a healthy balance of 
talented young players and expe¬ 
rience within the squad and I’m 
looking forward to helping the 
club win games over the next two 
years.” 

Leicestershire CCC Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Wasim Khan MBE said: 
“We’ve been looking to add an 
experienced opener to our squad 
and Michael fits the bill for us. 

“Michael’s first-class record 
speaks for itself, and this coupled 
with his international experience 
and hunger to perform, will add 
significant value to the develop¬ 
ment of our younger players both 
on and off the field. It is great to 
have Michael with us for the next 
two seasons.” 




Hants invited

HAMPSHIRE are considering 
whether to accept an invita¬ 
tion to take part in the West 
Indies’ Regional Super50 
competition next year. 

Kent have also been invited 
to play in the domestic one- 
day competition after finish¬ 
ing third in their group in the 
last edition, which started in 
January, by winning three of 
their eight matches. 

Hampshire have toured 
Barbados during pre-season 
for the last nine years and 
the forthcoming tournament 
takes place ahead of the start 
of the next county season. 

Giles White’s squad is also 
likely to have players in¬ 
volved in the England Lions’ 
squad that will tour the Car¬ 
ibbean for four-day and one- 
day series against West Indies 
A in February and March. 

The North v South pre¬ 
season 50-over series has also 
been moved from the United 
Arab Emirates to Barbados.

There will be three North- 
South matches in Bridge¬ 
town, the first two at the 
Kensington Oval on March 
18 and 21 and the third at the 
Three Ws Oval on March 23. 

It would not be the first time 
Hampshire have taken part in 
a domestic West Indies’ com¬ 
petition. 

Hampshire reached the 
final of the 2010/11 Carib¬ 
bean T20, where they lost to 
Trinidad & Tobago after wins 
against Leeward Islands and 
Barbados in the group stage 
and a four-run defeat of the 
Windward Islands in the 
semi-final. 

Last year’s competition was 
made up of two groups of 
five, with the top two in each 
qualifying for the semi-finals.

At the time it established a new

1983. 

Though he later played for 
Hampshire, Gower was a 
Leicestershire player at the time of 
his record-breaking innings. 

Alex Hales now holds the overall 
record, with his 171 against Pakistan 
last summer. 

And Jason Roy is the third highest, 
after smacking 162 against Sri 
Lanka at The Oval.

ENGLAND host the West Indies 
on September 29 in The Ageas 
Bowl’s latest One Day Interna¬ 
tional. Here, the Sports Pink 
looks back at all the ODIs played 
at the West End venue so far - and 
there have been some phenom¬ 
enal performances. 

2003 

Makhaya Ntini was man of the 
match in the first ever ODI staged 
at The Ageas Bowl - or The Rose 
Bowl as it was then known. 

The ground was only in its third 
year of use when South African 
defeated Zimbabwe in a NatWest 
Bank Series encounter. 

Ntini dismissed four of the Zim¬ 
babwe top five - including Sean 
Ervine, two years before the all- 
rounder joined Hampshire. 

Former Hampshire player 
Heath Streak struck an unbeaten 
50 at No 8, but Zimbabwe’s 173-8 
total off 50 overs didn’t look any¬ 
where near enough. 

So it proved, as skipper Graeme 
Smith and Jacques Rudolph both 
hit 69 in South Africa’s seven 
wicket romp. 

2004 

The West Indies’ first visit to 
The Ageas Bowl met a soggy end 
as their NatWest Bank Series 
group game with New Zealand 
was abandoned without a ball be¬ 
ing bowled. 

The Rose Bowl was then chosen 
to host five ICC Champions Tro¬ 
phy games in September 2004. 

The only other grounds used 
were The Oval and Edgbaston, so 
it was a huge honour for Hamp¬ 
shire - especially as the venue was 
only in its fourth year of use. 

The first game saw Sourav Gan¬ 
guly (90) and VVS Laxman (79) 
help India post 289-4, with min¬ 
nows Kenya replying with 192-7. 

If that was relatively one-sided, 
it was nothing compared to the 
game that follow. 

That saw Australia rout the 
USA for just 65 with Michael 
Kasprowicz (4-14) Jason Gillespie 
(4-15) destroyers in chief. 

Matthew Hayden and Adam Gil¬ 
christ were in no mood to hang 
around, and Australia won by 
nine wickets in less than eight 
overs. 

There wasn’t really a level play¬ 
ing field in the third game either. 

Chris Gayle was out of for 99 as 
West Indies piled out 269-3 against 
Bangladesh. Merv Dillon’s 5-29 
haul hustled the Asian country 
out for 131. 

Andrew Flintoff provided The 
Rose Bowl’s first ODI century 


when England made their first 
appearance there in a group game 
against Sri Lanka. 

The all-rounder - then the heart¬ 
beat of the English side - struck 
104 out of a total of 251-7, Marcus 
Trescothick adding 66. 

In a game which went into a 
second day due to rain, the bad 
weather again intervened to end 
Sri Lanka’s innings at 95-5 - Flint¬ 


off and Steve Harmison both tak¬ 
ing 2-21. 

England were declared 49-run 
winners under the Duckworth/ 
Lewis Method. 

The West Indies were back a few 
days later to face Pakistan in a 
semi final. 

After dismissing Pakistan for 
131, Ramnaresh Sarvan’s unbeat¬ 
en 56 helped the Windies win by 


seven wickets. 

2006 

The unlikely figure of Jonathan 
Dalrymple top scored with 62 as 
England posted 271-9 against Pa¬ 
kistan when The Rose Bowl next 
held an ODI in September 2006. 

Paul Collingwood hit 61, An¬ 
drew Strauss 50 and Ian Bell 42.

Skipper Michael Clarke, back 
at The Rose Bowl five years after 
playing for Hampshire, hit 52 as 
the Aussies won with nine balls 


remaining. 

2010 

Eoin Morgan was man of the 
match after his unbeaten 107 off 
101 balls had helped England post 
256-6 against Pakistan. 

Stuart Broad (3-25) and Graeme 
Swann (3-26) picked up cheap 
wickets as the tourists crumbled 
to 135 all out. 

2011 

Alistair Cook, not renowned for 
his T20 performances, was man 
of the match as England beat In¬ 
dia in a rain-affected encounter in 
September 2011. 

After rain had reduced the 
match to 23 overs a side, In¬ 
dia opened with 187-8 - Graeme 
Swann taking 3-33. 

Cook then struck an unbeaten 
80 off 63 balls as England won by 
seven wickets with five balls left. 

Fellow opener Craig Kieswetter 
had provided the early impetus, 
though, with 46 off 25 balls before 
holing out in the seventh over. 

2012 

Alistair Cook was out for a duck 
when the West Indies visited, but 
fellow opener Ian Bell’s 126 helped 
England total 288-6. Jonathan 
Trott hit 42 and Craig Kieswetter 
was 28 not out. 

Tim Bresnan bagged 4-24 as the 
tourists were dismissed for 172. 

Two months later, England 
were back at West End for an ODI 
against South Africa - and again 
Cook was out without troubling 
the scorers. 

Bell and Samit Patel both hit 45 
as England, chasing 288 for vic¬ 
tory, were 207 all out. 

Star performer for South Africa 
was opener Hashim Amla, whose 
150 off 124 balls was a new ODI re¬ 
cord for The Ageas Bowl. 

2013 

Amazingly, it was a record that 
was smashed when the ground 
next hosted an ODI, against New 
Zealand. 

Kiwis opener Martin Guptill 
blasted a startling 189 not out off 
155 balls, with 19 fours and two 
sixes, as the tourists posted 359-3 
off 50 overs. 

Jonathan Trott replied with an 
undefeated 109 but England fell 
short on 273-8. 

Three months later, in Septem¬ 
ber, England were again on the 
end of a huge score from a visit¬ 
ing batsman. 

One-time Hampshire all-round¬ 
er Shane Watson smacked 143 
off only 107 balls (12 fours and 
six sixes) as Australia posted 298. 
The next highest score was Aaron 
Finch’s 26. 

Samit Patel (82) and Jos Buttler 
(42) provided middle order runs 
as England fell 49 runs short.

September 1973 

A thrilling finish at Headingley 
as England, set 182 for victory, tri¬ 
umphed by just one wicket. 

Bob Willis and Derek Under¬ 
wood put on the necessary six 
runs for the last wicket, after 
Mike Denness (66) and Tony Greig 
(44) had been the only top order 
batsmen to hang around long. 

Mike Hendrick had earlier re¬ 
turned 11-4-27-1 as the Windies 
were all out for 181 in 54 overs. Im¬ 
agine those scoring rates today! 

August 1976 

Viv Richards had already de¬ 
stroyed England in the Test se¬ 
ries, scoring 232 at Trent Bridge 
and 291 at The Oval. 

The last thing England needed 
was to see him impress in the 
three-day ODI series that fol¬ 
lowed.

Scarborough. 

Richards then struck 97 at 
Lord’s before ending a spectacu¬ 
lar summer with a duck at Edg- 
baston. 

The Windies, who had won the 
Test series 3-0, won the ODI series 
by the same margin. 

|une 1979 

Viv Richards hammered an im¬ 
perious 138 not out as West Indies 
defeated England in the World 
Cup final at Lord’s. 

The holders had been reduced 
to 99-4, but No 6 bat Collis King 
whacked 86 off 66 balls before 
Richards took centre stage. 

The Somerset legend hit 11 
fours and three sixes in his 153- 
ball innings as the Windies posted 
286-9 off 60 overs. 

England reached 129-0 and 182-2 
in reply, but openers Geoff Boy¬ 
cott and Mike Brearley had not 
scored fast enough and England 
were well behind the run rate. 

Joe Garner then tore through 
the order, finishing with 5-38 - 
clean bowling four victims - as 
England collapsed to 194 all out. 

Their last eight wickets mus¬ 
tered just 12 runs. 

May 1984

Viv Richards - yes, him again! 
- struck yet another century 
against England - and this one re¬ 
wrote the record books. 

England had reduced the tour¬ 
ists to 102-7 and 166-9 in an ODI at 
Old Trafford, with last man Mi¬ 
chael Holding about to join Rich¬ 
ards at the crease. 

The pair added an unbroken 106 
for the last wicket, with Holding 
scoring just 12. 


Richards ended unbeaten on 189 
- at the time the highest score by 
a West Indies player in an ODI. It 
was a record he would hold until 
Chris Gayle blazed 215 in a World 
Cup tie against Zimbabwe in 2015. 

Richards struck 21 fours and 
five sixes in his 170-ball epic as 
the Windies finished on 272-9 off 
55 overs. 

That would not be considered 
anywhere near a decent score to¬ 


day, but back then it certainly was 
and Richards bagged 2-45 with his 
occasional off-spin as England 
were dismissed for 168. 

After England won the next 
game, Richards’ unbeaten 84 at 
Lord’s in the series decider gave 
West Indies overall victory. 

May 1988 

Four years later, it was a differ¬

land won the three-games ODI 
series 3-0. 

Derek Pringle was the unlikely 
man of the match in the second 
game at Headingley, top scoring 
at No 6 with 39 as England posted 
186-8 and then bagging 3-30 as the 
Windies were dismissed for 139. 

May 1991 

A thrilling finish at Edgbaston 
saw England win by one wicket. 


Ian Botham had rolled back 
the years to take 4-45 as the tour¬ 
ists were restricted to 175-9 off 55 
overs. 

Opener Mike Atherton held the 
England reply together, but at 152- 
9 hope appeared lost. 

But last man Richard Illings- 
worth helped Atherton (69no) to 
put on an unbroken 23 for the last 
wicket. 

The Windies bowlers only had 


themselves to blame - they sent 
down 18 wides and 16 no balls. 
England’s total of 43 extras was 
the next highest after Atherton’s 
knock! 

England went on to win the 
three-games 3-0, with Neil Fair- 
brother (113no) and Graeme Hick 
(86no) powering England to a 
seven wicket win in the last game 
after being set 265 for victory. 


May 1995 

A run-fest at The Oval as Eng¬ 
land piled up 306-6 off 55 overs. 

That was considered a great 
score in those days, with opener 
Mike Atherton (91), Graeme Hick 
(66no) and Neil Fairbrother (61) 
all filling their boots. 

Nerves were starting to jan¬ 
gle when No 7 Junior Murray 
smacked 86 off 77 balls, but in the 
end West Indies fell 25 runs short. 

July 2004 

The spectators at Lord’s were 
treated to a run-fest featuring 
three centurions. 

First off, Andrew Flintoff 
lashed an ODI best 123 - with eight 
fours and seven sixes - and An¬ 
drew Strauss hit 100 as England 
amassed 288-7. 

That still wasn’t enough, how¬ 
ever, as Chris Gayle’s unbeaten 
132 and 89 from Ramnarest Sar- 
wan helped the Windies power to 
a seven wicket success. 

July 2007 

Current Hampshire fast bowler 
Fidel Edwards took five wickets 
at Lord’s - but England still won 
by 79 runs. 

Ex-Hampshire all-rounder Dimi 
Mascarenhas (out for two) was 
one of Edwards’ victims as he 
ended with 5-45 as England could 
only muster 225 all out off 49.5 
overs. 

In reply, West Indies slumped to 
13-4 - Chris Gayle falling for six, 
Runako Morton and Marlon Sam¬ 
uels dismissed in successive balls 
by James Anderson and then 
Dwayne Smith being run out. 

Shivnarine Chanderpaul re¬ 
built the innings with 53 not out 
off 100 balls, but Stuart Broad 
took 3-20 as the West Indies were 
all out for 146. 

June 2012 

Ian Bell struck a century on 
the last occasion England hosted 
the West Indies in an ODI at The 
Ageas Bowl. 

The Warwickshire batsman 
opened the innings with Alistair 
Cook (who was out for a third ball 
duck) and smacked 126. 

It remains the second highest 
ODI score by an English bats¬ 
man in a home game against the 
Windies - Michael Atherton’s 127 
at Lord’s in 1995 the only higher 
individual score. 

With Jonathan Trott hitting 42 
and Craig Kieswetter a breezy 38 
not out, England posted 288-6 off 
50 overs. 

Dwayne Smith thumped 56 off 
44 balls in reply but Tim Bresnan 
bagged 4-34 as the tourists were 
dismissed for 172.

Injury worries for England and the Windies

THE West Indies and England 
are beset by injury concerns as 
they plot their respective courses 
through the rest of the Royal Lon¬ 
don Series and then the Ashes. 

The Windies, 1-0 down with 
three to play after Thursday’s 
near washout no-result at Trent 
Bridge, have the most pressing is¬ 
sue as they wait to hear the result 
of scans on Chris Gayle’s sore 
hamstring. 

For England, it is not the well¬ 
being of their current white- 
ball squad but Ashes contenders 
which is furrowing management 
brows. 

Seamer Toby Roland-Jones, an 
obvious contender on the back of 
his impressive maiden Test sum¬ 
mer to be named in a squad due 
to be announced next week, has 
had a second set of scans on the 
back injury which curtailed his 


involvement in Middlesex’s Spec- 
savers Division One victory over 
Lancashire. 

In the same match at Lord’s, Ha- 
seeb Hameed then broke a finger 
on his right hand after being hit 
by James Harris - leaving Eng¬ 
land potentially with one option 
fewer to travel down under as a 
back-up opener. 

The Windies, meanwhile, are 
still hoping Gayle will be back in 
time for the third one-day inter¬ 
national in Bristol on Sunday - 
while England captain Eoin Mor¬ 
gan insists it will make the hosts’ 
task no easier even if he is absent 
again. 

Asked if it will be a relief if 
England do not have to bowl at the 
big-hitting opener again in the se¬ 
ries, Morgan said: “I don’t think 
so, no.

probably a threat more so as a 
group than any individual they 
have within their team. Just be¬ 
cause they’re missing one player, 
it doesn’t mean we’ll take them 
any more lightly.” 

Gayle ended up in hospital hav¬ 
ing scans, instead of playing on 
his 38th birthday. 

Windies coach Stuart Law said: 
“He said he didn’t want to risk it, 
which is fair enough. If you do 
a hamstring at 38, it takes a bit 
longer to heal than when you’re 
18. 

“We probably erred on the side 
of caution, which is probably 
the right thing, with three more 
games to play here. 

“Fingers crossed, he’ll be okay 
to take part in all those three.” 

The ODI series finishes at The 
Ageas Bowl next Friday.

Botham: Why Cricket needs a transfer system

DURHAM chairman Sir Ian 
Botham has repeated his call for 
the England and Wales Cricket 
Board to introduce a transfer sys¬ 
tem so counties are compensated 
when they lose talented players 
they have helped develop through 
their academy system. 

The former England all-round¬ 
er is unhappy Durham will lose 
Paul Coughlin after he rejected 
a new contract at his hometown 
club in favour of joining Notting¬ 
hamshire. 

The 24-year-old academy gradu¬ 
ate, who will not play again this 
season due to a side strain, has 
turned down fresh terms at Dur¬ 
ham to sign a three-year deal at 
Trent Bridge. 


Notts are close to securing pro¬ 
motion from County Champion¬ 
ship Division Two, where Dur¬ 
ham sit second bottom following 
a 48-point deduction for accepting 
a financial bailout from the ECB 
last October. 

Botham said: “You take these 
boys away, we’ve then got to re¬ 
place them. Where do we get the 
money to replace him? We are 
saying: ‘You want our player, you 
pay us a transfer fee’.” 

Botham believes counties like 
Durham, who helped nurture 
current England all-rounder Ben 
Stokes, deserve to receive some 
form of compensation for the 
time and money they invest in 
helping players to develop. 


Botham added: “It’s the only 
way we can exist. We have an 
academy and we produce so many 
players for England, more than 
probably any other side since 
‘93 when we came into first-class 
cricket, and it’s sad we are taking 
two steps forward and three back. 

“I’m not quite sure how (the 
ECB) expect us to do that. They 
need to wake up to what’s going 
on.” 

Botham expects England Test 
opener Keaton Jennings to leave 
Durham over the winter but is 
more relaxed about that depar¬ 
ture. 

He said: “Keaton will go. He has 
been very honest about it and he’s 
handled himself with dignity.”

UFC star McGregor’s high- 
profile venture into boxing last 
month saw him stopped in the 
10th round by Floyd Mayweather 
in Las Vegas. 

SONNY BILL WILLIAMS 

The New Zealand international 
in both rugby codes had seven 
professional heavyweight fights 
between 2009 and 2015, winning 
all of them (three by knockout). 

ANDREW FLINTOFF 

The ex-England cricketer had 
one professional fight, a heavy¬ 
weight contest of four two-minute 
rounds against American Rich¬ 
ard Dawson at Manchester Arena 
in 2012. Flintoff, who had trained 
under Barry and Shane McGui- 
gan, was knocked to the canvas in 
the second but recovered to claim 
victory on points. 

CURTIS W00DH0USE 

Former midfielder Woodhouse 
played for the likes of Sheffield 
United, Birmingham and Peter¬ 
borough before beginning a pro 


boxing career in 2006 that has fea¬ 
tured 30 bouts, 23 wins and a Brit¬ 
ish light-welterweight title. 

LEON McKENZIE 

Having played as a forward 
for clubs including Crystal Pal¬ 
ace, Peterborough, Norwich and 
Coventry, McKenzie switched to 
boxing in 2013 and his record at 


super-middleweight shows eight 
wins, two draws and a defeat. 

LEO ROGET 

Roget is another former foot¬ 
baller who made his ring debut 
in 2013, although it ended up be¬ 
ing his only pro fight. The former 
Southend defender lost on points 
to fellow Briton Mitch Mitchell at 


London’s York Hall. 

KATIE TAYLOR 

Taylor played international 
football for the Republic of Ire¬ 
land before before going from 
lightweight gold at the London 
2012 Olympics to her pro boxing 
career, which currently stands at 
six wins from six bouts.

Winter could be another star to feature in the Prix de

Mane absence a 
big blow to Reds 



Liverpool have missed Sadio Mane's goals in recent games. 


LIVERPOOL’S four-match win¬ 
less run has highlighted concerns 
at both ends of the pitch. 

But while Jurgen Klopp is 
“sick” of his side’s defending, a 
failure to take their own chances 
is equally to blame. 

Liverpool have taken 87 shots 
across the 5-0 defeat to Manches¬ 
ter City, draws with Sevilla in the 
Champions League and Burnley 
in the Premier League and Tues¬ 
day’s Carabao Cup loss to Leices¬ 
ter. 

Just a quarter of those, 22, have 
been on target, with only three 
goals to show for their efforts. 

Saints fans no doubt know how 
Reds fans are feeling, though 
there is probably little sympathy! 

Here, the Sports Pink analyses 
some of the key players and fac¬ 
tors involved in Liverpool’s dis¬ 
mal run in front of goal. 

SADIO MANE 

Liverpool endured a miserable 
spell last January with the ex- 
Saint away at the African Nations 
Cup, winning just once - against 
League Two Plymouth - in seven 
matches. Two of those were in the 
League Cup semi loss to Saints. 

They have again struggled in 
his absence since his red card 
against Manchester City, though 
he did play 83 minutes against Se¬ 
villa before beginning his domes¬ 
tic suspension. 

Mane has scored three league 
goals this season from 10 shots, 
and his recent absence is a signifi¬ 
cant factor in Liverpool’s strug¬ 
gles. 

PHILIPPE COUTINHO 

As Mane disappeared from the 
line-up temporarily, Coutinho re- 
emerged following his summer 
transfer saga. Liverpool’s num¬ 
bers since then have shown the 
good and the bad of the playmak- 
er’s game. 

His creative influence has been 
apparent, helping Liverpool pile 


up 35 shots against Burnley and 
another 21 against Leicester. 

His own share of those shots, 
though, demonstrates his pen¬ 
chant for low-percentage efforts 
from long range. Of 11 Coutinho 
strikes, mostly from outside the 
penalty area, only two have been 
on target - in keeping with a ca¬ 
reer record in the Premier League 
that sees only 31 per cent of his 
shots hitting the target and 7.5 per 
cent finding the net. 

THE 'FALSE NINE' 

Klopp typically sets his team up 


without a traditional out-and-out 
frontman, with Roberto Firmino 
operating in the continental-style 
“false nine” position. 

Firmino has at least scored dur¬ 
ing the four games in question, 
against Sevilla, though he also 
missed a penalty in that match 
and has hit the target with just 
two of his seven shots. 

Liverpool’s one established sen¬ 
ior spearhead, Daniel Sturridge, 
has again been in and out of the 
team this season and his only ap¬ 
pearance in the recent games was 
against Burnley, where three of 
his seven shots were on target. 


'WHY IS HE SHOOTING?' 

Even allowing for the lack of 
a main striker, Liverpool’s shot 
distribution looks odd - holding 
midfielder Emre Can is alongside 
Coutinho on a team-high 11 at¬ 
tempts in the last four games. 

Mohamed Salah has 10 - with six 
on target and two goals - but eight 
of the 87 shots have been shared 
between full-backs Alberto More¬ 
no, Andy Robertson and Trent 
Alexander-Arnold with a further 
three from James Milner, another 
deep-lying midfielder. 


BOOK REVIEW 


Fearless Freddie 

The Life and Times of Freddie 
Mills 

By Christopher Evans 

Sportsbookofthemonth.com 
price: Cl7.99 

Publishers invariably distribute 
their forthcoming titles with press 
releases to give the reviewer a 
flavour of what they’ve received. 

In the majority of cases, these are 
a tad too flowery and 
sensationalist which, ironically, 
often discourages the reviewer 
from reading the book. Others fail 
to give enough information, while 
certain publishers will send great 
lists of forthcoming tie-ins, be 
they in print, at the cinema or, the 
big no-no, on television. 

The release accompanying 
Fearless Freddie starts in familiar 
fashion: it’s an inspirational story 
of one man’s rise from the 
backstreets of Bournemouth, 
hardly a gripping introduction. 

Yet the line explaining that Mills’ 
career started in the fairground 
boxing booths sounds interesting 
and after this, it gets a little 
better, coaxing the reviewer to 
press on. 

In many respects, the press 
release mirrors Christopher 
Evans’ book: it’s a slow burner, 
peppered with both familiar tales 
and completely unexpected 
anecdotes. 

Boxers are a breed apart and 



stories of how they suffered injury 
are part-and-parcel of any boxing 
biography, primarily because 
inflicting pain on an opponent is 
their job. Mills too incurred 
serious injury, including a broken 
neck, but still managed to win a 
world title. 

The search for unknown aspects 
of Mills’ life take a while to 
uncover, but they’re worth waiting 
for, such as details of his 
honeymoon with his wife, 

Chrissie, which was spent, in part 
at least, with Chrissie’s 
ex-husband. 

Then there’s the conspiracy 
theories. Author Christopher 
Evans weaves a fine tale, telling 
of how the death of Mills’ friend, 
Michael Holliday, triggered a 
chain of events that would result 
in Freddie too meeting his end. 

His association with the notorious 
Kray twins was well known, but 
Evans takes us deeper into their 
relationship, though perhaps not 
quite deep enough. 

Mills met a grizzly end. 

Officially, he shot himself while 
sat in the back of his car in July 
1965; the coroner recorded a 
suicide verdict, but Mills’ family 
have never accepted this and 
suspect that his involvement with 
individuals who would make Tony 
Soprano look like Julie Andrews 
had more to do with his untimely 
demise. 

Never judge a book by its press 
release: reading Fearless Freddie 
would confirm that.
